SOME OBSERVATIONS - 


COLLECTION: AND STORAGE FOR 
“ONE YEAR 


VARIOUS SCHEMES EXAMINED 

The following observations on the 
water: problem have been specially 
written in the hope that they may 
be of service to the Colony during 
the present crisis: 

One square , mile of catchment 
area will collect sufficient water to 
supply- 19,000 people for one year, 
each person using 30 gallons daily, 
and the rainfall over the catchment 
giving a run off of 12 inches during 
the year. 


The average rainfall in Hong 
Kong is 80 inches per annum, and 
a run off of 60 per cent. may be 
taken. . Therefore, each square mile 
‘of catchment on the Island will, in 
normal - times, supply water for 
76,000 persons for one year, and 
the least catchment - area required 
by Hong Kong is 10 square miles, 
and the capacity of the impounding 
reservoirs must be 1,383,920,000 
eubic feet of 8,650,000,000 gallons in 
order to start the year of supply 
with a full water supply in storage. 
The rainfall impounded: during one 
year is supplied to the public 

_ through the reticulation system the 
following year. Rainfalt collected 
during the year of supply should not 
be counted upon as forming part of 
that year’s supply. 

T quite admit that this is done in 
many places owing to force of cir- 
cumstances, and that in Hong Kong 
the collection and storage of suffi- 
eient water to supply the Colony 
for one year is not possible. I am 
pointing out the sound principle ‘of 
having in hand sufficient water to 
meet the demands of the ensuing 
year. Another. point to note. A 
eatchment area is determined upon 
the minimum rainfall — not upon 
the average rainfall; and, again this 
in Hong Kong is not, possible, the 
island is-not large enough. 

The present shortage is due not 
so much to the failure of the rain- 
fall this year as to the fact that we 
started the year with a shortage in 
the reservoirs. due to the “Typhoon 
“Rains” of last year being below two- 
thirds of the mean “Typhoon Rains.” 
Had we possessed a catchment area 
proportionate to our minimum rain- 
fall, and storage to suit, then we 
would be having no trouble now. 

Supplementary Supply from 

Mainland 

It all boils down to the fact that 
during a--year of least rainfall we 
eannot collect and store ‘upon the 
island sufficient water to last us for 
one year (this is, of course, well 
known to our Water Engineers in 
the Colony). Therefore water sup- 
ply to supplement that of the island 
must be brought from the mainland; 
and to prevent the position becoming 
hopeless next winter, -the water 
scheme now in course of construc- 
tion on the mainland should ‘be com- 
pleted with all,speéd so as to store 
the rainfall. of August and Septem- 
ber next. No temporary measures 
should be adopted: the scheme 
should be completed as designed. ° 

Water from River at Frontier 

Asa. ferlorn. hope {should the 
Aaizust and September’ rains fail 
us) the river, at’ the frontier should 
be dapped, and the water, if.at all 
suitable, piped ‘along the © railway 
line in surface ‘pipes to ‘Kowloon 
-and pumped to.the reservoirs. The 
Harbour: pipe line. should be. laid

Pumping of Water from Tankers 
into Conduits 
As regards the suggestion to 
pump from tankers into the conduits 
to maintain the reticulation supply, 


it is not practicable for the follow- 


ing reasons :— 


{a) A reticulation supply, {9 be 
satisfactory, depends upon an adequate 
head of water being. maintained in the 
distribution tanks, and such can only 
be maintained with a sufficient supply 
of. water in storage; and tankers. can- 
not take the place of a storage reser- 
voir. 

(b) The cost of such a supply is 
prohibitive. 

(c) An intermittent reticulation 
supply isnot satisfactory as has been 
demonstrated recently in Hong Kong, 
for the simple reason that the draw- 
off by consumers is concentrated to the 
restricted hours of supply, and con- 
sequently the head (pressure) is re~ 
duced, and those people. who live at a 
distance from the source of supply to 
be satisfactory must be constant, and 
it is impossible for tankers and light- 
ers ‘to keep the supply. constant. 
(There are several other technica! rea- 


sons), 2 

. Water Tanks 

The best method of supplying water 
to the public, now that our reticula- 
tion system is practically out of 
action, is by tanks fed from lighters 


and tankers, and in this respect good|: 
work has been done, and no fault 


can be found. 


V.R.C. Swimming Bath as 
Pumping Tank 

As regards ~using the V.R.C. 
swimming bath as a pumping tank, 
the scheme is quite feasible, pro- 
vided a full and, constant supply of 
water is obtained, and adequate 
pumping facilities are installed. As 
a temporary measure it cannot en- 
able the reticulation gupply to be 
maintained even on an ‘intermittent 
basis. 


Weils and Run-off from Roofs 


. Wells will, and. do, provide whole 
communities - with water for all 
purposes; -and again “there are 
numerous places where wells are of 
no. use (that is, no water can be ob- 
tained by sinking), and dwellers in 
such districts depend upon rain 
water caught in tanks; the water so 
caught is the run-off: from roofing. 
The. use- of both wells and tanks. is 
possible in Hong.

A FEW PACTS. AS TO,, THERR 
. . FOUNDATIONS *.- 

The variety of important founda- 
tions which have been successfully 
constructed in New York City under 
substantially the same difficult’ condi- 
tions, is ‘well illustrated by the fact 
that, while the great Municipal Build- 
ing, ‘more than 20 storeys high; is 
supported” .on- over -100 pneumatic 
eaissons, part .of which are founded 
on solid rock and part are founded 
on quicksand, there are, almost with- 
in a stone's throw of it, very tall 
and heavy buildings that are sup- 
ported on exactly the seme deep 
stratum of quicksand with founda- 
tions of short wooden piles, This ar- 
rangement was. used for: .the lofty 
Park Row. Building, which, when con- 
structed, was the tallest office build- 
ing in the. world. Again, shallow 
surface footings of steel beams and 
girders enclosed in concrete only a 
few feet below street level, were em- 
ployed for the St.Paul Building, and 
massive concrete piers also resting 
on the quicksand far ebove the deep- 
lying bed rock were adopted for the 
New York County Court House. All 
of these foundations, of the -most 
radically different types, have been 
several or many years in service, 
and there are no reports or obvious 
indications of settlement from any of 
them. 

The Court House, which has cost 
20 million “dollars, is a massive 
masonry structure about 130 ft. high 
and 320 ft. in diameter. The soil at 
the site consisted of about 10 it. of 
tniscellaneous surface fill largely 
composed of rubbish, . foundation

AND ITS. MEASUREMENT 

The conception of power factor is 
is. one which the-average consumer 
finds difficult to . understand. and the 
electrical engineer equally hard to 
explain. -In this, of course, it re- 
sembles electricity itself. But while 
electricity may be . plenteously gen- 
erated and. abundantly consumed 
without either party to the contract 
having to trouble themselves. much 
about its esoteric relationships to 
matter and the universe, when the 
power factor clause is inserted in an 
agreement, some reason has - to ‘be

these documents. : Incidentally, it is- 
found’ that the explanation, whatever 
form it may take, is generhlly more 
cheerfully accepted when a bonus and 
not a. fine is involved. Even the

Rubber Oils as Larvicides 
Reports on the larvicidal value 
of oils distilled from scrap rubber 
were considered. Field experi- 
ments indicated that.these oils were 


‘rapidly fatal to anopheljne larvae 


and that they spread quickly, form- 
ing thin, uniform films. Evapora- 
tion was more rapid than in the 
ease of minéral oil, however, neces- 
sitating more frequent application. 
In comparison with the mineral oil 
mixtures in general use by Mos- 
quito Destruction Boards, it was 
shown in the laboratory that while 
the rubber oils were more toxic at 
first, a proportion of the larvae 
under test escaped, and that after 
contact with water for some time 
the toxicity rapidly fell off. It was 
concluded, theréfore, that- rubber 
oils were less reliable than the 
mineral oil mixtures already In use. 
The question of comparative cost 
was discussed, and it was decided 
that rubber oils could not at pre- 
sent be.sold at competitive prices.

he considered Aseplene to be use- 
less as a preventive or cure for 
malaria. ‘The question of the sale 
and advertisement of such drugs 
was discussed and it was agreed 
that the chairman should consult 
the Legal Adviser with a view to 
preventing the advertisement and 
sale in Malaya. The Legal Adviser 
was of opinion that. it would. be 
possible to prohibit the importation 
of this preparation under the Cus- 
toms Enactment, 1923, and the 
possession of it would then become 
an offence. The other alternative 


would be for the Chief Secretary]: 


to declare. Aseplene to be ‘a 
deleterious drug: a strong measure 
to take, which could hardly, in the 
opinion of the Legal Adviser, be 
justified. The Government was ad- 
dressed on this matter, and this is 
still under consideration. 

The Acting Director, ‘Institute 
for Medica}. Research, stated that 
experiments had been carried out 
in the. treatment of malaria bya 
combination of | plasmoquin - and 
quinine. After discussion, it was 
agreed that. while quinine cures the} 


Lpatient, it does not make him non-] 


infective to mosquitees.. Plas- 
moguin- compound..has a ‘specific 
effect on the -mosquitd-infecting 
forms of the malarial parasite, and 
the. use of this drug in conjunction 
with quinine should be. ‘given an 
extended trial’ as a’ public health 
measure.

SIR J. LATTA'S OPINION 


‘ qthe anfwal general meeting of the 
Nitrate Producers’ Stearaship-Co., Ltd., 
was held'’at che offices of the company, 
20, ‘Billiter-buildings. London, E,C., 
with Sir John Latta, Bart. (Chairman), 
presiding. 

The secretary, Mr. James A. Walker, 
having read the notice convening the 
meeting and the auditors’ report, : 

The Chairman said:—Since our.last 
“meeting we are the poorer by the death 
of our esteemed colleague, Mr. Blane. 
He was an original Shareholder, and 
took a keen interest in the affairs of 
the company; we deplore his loss. His 
seat on the board has-been filled-by my 
zon, which appointment you will be 
asked to-confirm. 

The balance sheet has been drawn in 
the usual way, and calle. for no com- 
ment, 


During the closing months of last 
year, an encouraging improvement in 
the freight market led shipowners to 
hope that the long period of depression 
was disappearing: That sanguine view 
resulted in the. placing of orders for 
new tonnage te an inordinate~‘extent. 
Rates were steadily recovering from the 
glut of vessels built under the impetus 
of Trade Facilities loans. Unfortun- 
ately, that ill-advised innovation, the 
Trade Facilities Act, is being actively 


copied in foreign countries, and may be- 


indefinitely continued. The induce- 
ment, therefore, to create still further 
unwanted tonnage persists, and already 
the improvement mentioned. hes been 
checked. 


New Motorship’s Performance 


Our new diese! vessel “Anglo Cana- 
dian,” fitted with Doxford engines, has 


given every satisfaction; her efficiency 
and general adaptability have surprised 
us. Thera is less time lost in deviating 
for and loading fuel, while the bane- 
ful -consequences of striking coal of 
poor quality, so frequent with steamers, 
is avoided. Notwithstanding these and 
other advantages, we find steamers, on 
present capital values, more profitable 
for our purposes. Wé committed the 
“Anglo Canadian” to a round voyage 
involving identically the same service 
in all departments as had just been ful- 


filled by the “Anglo Australian,” .The |. 


comparison in every way was exact, 
and resulted in favour of the steamer. 
For higher speeds and when measure- 
ment cargoes are available, diesels have 
an advantage. 

“Mr. Philip Haldin recently ‘lrew at- 
tention te the-fact that although’ all 
efficient tonnage is employed, it is.not 
earning an adequate return. This, in 
his opinion, is due to lack of cohesion 
and to inane competition. So far ihere 
has been nothing but “survival of 


fittest” for such bepgar-my-neighbour . 


tactics. The stern kardships of the 
war have, however, created a new 
atmosphere. Undreamt-of amalgama- 
tions and other formis of co-operation 
are being countenanced. It may not, 
therefore, be beyond the wit af tramp 
owners, in their dilemma, to conceive 
and bring forth’ something: at least 
helpful, 


I have frequently referred to the un- 
fair inroads persistently made on 
tramp trades by liner companies, and 
am of opinion that eonsideration 
should be given to this -matter. Royal 
Commissions have decided that eonfer- 
ence rings, for certain prescribed fast 
services, for specialised goods, are not 
inimical to the pubHe interest. Tf, 
however, liner companies arbitrarily 
use privileges so procured to the detri- 
ment of tramp owners, an abnse of the 
purpose for which such monopolies are 
tolerated arises. This frequently oc- 
enrs—whether deliberately or inadver- 
tently I do not venture to say. 


For example: During the present 
season from Australia, unprotected 
freights were precipitately reduced by 
7s, 6d. per ton simply because a parti- 
eular liner was short of a small bal- 
ance of cargo. Two months later, with 
equal callousness, a further reduction 

Ss. was .anncunced, In each . case 
these reductions were 63, per ton under 
the obtaining tramp rate. It is ap- 
parent that the liner companies, on tha 
strength of. their privileged outward 
and partly “protected homeward 
freights at profitable rates, are adopt- 
ing yet another method of overcoming 
those who provide importers and ex- 
porters with the safeguard which the 
survival of the fittest policy yields, | 
The question, therefore, is: Can the 
tramp: owner continue to exist if -he 
depends solely upon. the “survival of 
the fittest’ Cle

SECTION. 


The Outlook. 

As to the outlook, this is hardly the 
moment . for prophecy. We" are ap-~ 
proaching what may prove the most 
momentous General Election for gen- 
‘erations. No analysis, therefore, can 
be complete that ignores its resultant 
possibilities, With the rise of Social- 
ism and the pseudo-democratic idealism 
which it has engendered, our ability to 
eompete in world. markets has steadily 
diminished, while there has been @ cor- 
responding inercase in “unemployment. 
The demarcation of work and the ill- 
considered restrictions—non-existent in 
any competing eountry—forced ‘by la- 
bour” leaders ‘upon artisans under the 
plausible but mistaken assumption that, 
having won the war, we can go slow, 
have proved disastrous, ~ 

Until our workers, who are the finest 
craftsmen in the world, are free from 
senseless trade union restrictions, any 
absortion of the ‘unemployed will be 
but temporary. . As tramp shipowners 
we have uniqué © opportunities of de- 
tecting. world trade movements and-of 
forming opinions as to why one country 
fg more prosperous than another. We 
observe—what our labour mentors ap- 
parently do not—that Continental con- 
sumers and: manufacturers enjoy a 
great advantage from the lower 
freights at which shipowners‘can pro- 
among other things, 
foodstuffs and raw materials to their 
ports, owing to the operating expenses 
in the process being much less than cor- 


responding charges at British ports, | 


due to a more sane and sensible use of 
labour. 

Living on an island, the liquidity ‘of 
labour in our arterial and key indus- 
tries is vital to our existence. Unfor- 
tunately, it is through the medium of 
these jugular vein industries that 
‘labour leaders exercise their strangle- 
hold on the country. In consequence, 
foodstuffs and raw materials, not to 
mention? other commodities imported, 
are more costly because pdit, stevedore 
and railway. charges are based on the 
uneconomic wage: obli; ry in these 
sheltered key industries. ‘Thus, engin- 
eering, shipbuilding and other trades, 
upon the prosperity of which so many 
workers —-ineluding the sons and 
daughters of these railway and dock

- At the annual meeting of Sir W.-G, 
Armstrong Whitworth and Co.,- Ltd,

{To the Editor of the “China Mail.”] 
_Sir,—With regard to the letter 
by -“C. M.” published in your

Lit seems advisable to remind 
members that as applications for 
the installation of flush systems 
frequently give rise to problems 
of a highly technical nature, and 
in order that applications maybe 
expeditiously —dealt with, the 
‘Board has appointed a Select 
Committee of itself, consisting of 
the Vice-Fresident, the - Medical 
Officer of. Health and two Unoffi- 
cial members “to exercise the 
powers and functions of the Board 
under Section 162 of the Public 
Health and Buildings Ordinance 
1903 provided always that where 
the Select Committee shall not be 
unanimous in their decision the 
matter shall be referred to the 
Board. for. decision.” A unanim- 
ous decision of this Committee is

speakers carried the voices of 
many orators to the ends of the 
vast cemetery. The standard bear- 
ers of the procession stood in a 
great circle ‘round the grave, rais- 
ing aloft their banners whence 
fluttered a forest of white ribbons.

A LADY'S IMPRESSIONS 

The following articte, is by a lady, 
now in, Singapore, who made the 
journey from Europe via Russia, 
Siberia and China. ‘Travel by the 
trans-Siberian Railway offers no 
inducement to residents of Malaya 
going on leave, but to people in 


great saving of time, and now that 
regular service is assured it is be- 
eoming. inereasingly popular. 


It is not. sufficiently known that 


travel by train in.China, Siberia 
and Russia is now very comfortable 
as well as safe, The trains are 
roomy and smooth-running and the 
accommodation is good. More- 
over, they run through some of the 
most interesting country in the 
world. . 

Lake Baikal, with its wonderful 
geenery and gorgeous sunrises, has 
no equal anywhere. 
all its splendours of réses and blues 
and reds, the glittering snow on the 
mountains, the transparent “perle 
d'amour” of the long sea, reflecting 
the colours of sun and clouds, the 


rocks, yellow, red and brown, re- 


miniscent of. the Swiss Alps, all 
form a picture which remains in 
the memory for life. 

The journey through Siberia is 
interesting just because it is 
Siberia. It is a country full of his- 
tory, and the inquiring traveller 
wil] read some of the many books 
on ‘the subject while - passing 
through. The largest town, ard 
the biggest centre where political 
prisoners lived and still live in Si- 
beria, is Tomsk, but. this is 
some distance from the railway, 
and from the train there is not 
much to be seen. of the prisoners 
and their way of life. 

Moscow is full of interest and no 
one should pass through - without 
going to see the unique Kremlin. 
lt is three months -since I travelled 
through Russia and Siberia, and‘ I 
saw nothing. of what I had been 
Jed to expect. Moscow was. very 
quiet. I gathered the impression 
there and elsewhere in Russia that 
the people were working hard to 
make up arrears. - Both Russia and 
Siberia are rich in possibilities, and 
I think that to-day there is the will 
power and the desire to make them 
what they ought to be. 


Peculiarities of Travel 


A peculiarity.of travel through 
the countries which the railway 
passenger learns. to appreciate is 
the facility provided for obtaining 
hot water, or “Kipiatok.” Even the 
smallest. stations, halts for villages 
of.a handful of houses, indicate 


“|where you can obtain hot water 
jin any quantity for nothing, by 


simply turning on the tap. If you 
like Russian tea, you put a small 
quantity in your teapot, add the hot 
water from the tap and drink with 
sigar and lemon. 

As a tyro you aré rather fright- 
ened to leave the train to’ go to the 
“kipiatok,” but you soen gain con- 
fidence. You find that the conduc- 
tor looks out for his passengers, 
and due warning is given of when, 
to. get on board again. “At the 
largest: stations the train stops for 
25 minutes, giving you plenty of 
time to stretch your legs and make 
purchases at the little shops clase 
at hand. You buy. bread and but- 
ter, and that delicious Russian 
cheese—just like Swiss Gruyere. 
Fruit is to be had in plenty, 
and all sorts of smal] neces- 
sities, such as buttons and thread, 
handkerchiefs, towels -and tea- 
kettles. Eggs already cooked, fried 


.| chicken, fried pork, honey and the 


like are to be had. 
You need not eat’ on the train; 


| breakfast, lunch and dinner can be 
jhad at the stations at very low 


prices: Children will like ‘the 
sweets which are to be bought, but 
it iste be noted. that chocolate, 
while good, is expensive in Russia.

BY STEAMSHIP, RAIL, AND AIR 
IN 30 DAYS. 


ITALIAN’S RACE 


A race round thé world by steam- 
ship, rail, and aeroplane is: being 


dealer, Raffaele Maiullari. 

Maiullari is confident that he will 
complete the round trip in a month 
at a cost of about £400. He is 
undertaking the long journey'at his 
own expense for. the purpose of 
proving that the already establish- 
ed air lines, both in America and 
abroad, now offer a safe, rapid, and 
comparatively cheap. means . of 
transportation, which is in every 
way suitable for even the most in- 
experienced ‘tourists. He will 
patronise steamship, rail, and air 
lines which are operating on re- 
gular schedules exclusively, and 
will not employ special boats, 
trains, or ‘planes at any point. - 
“Because the time tables of the 
steamship, rail, and air lines are 
not yet synchronised, Maiullari will 
be allowed to deduct the time -he 
is foreed to spend waiting for con- 
nections in Moscow, Irkutsk 
(Siberia), and Yokohama. He has 
high hopes of completing the trip 
in considerably less. than thirty 
days of actual travelling, thereby 
establishing a new world's record, 
although he will be gone a day or 
two over a full month. Maiullari 
will sail and fly under an Italian 
;passport, as he is still an Italian 
subject. S 

Proposed Itinerary 

He originally intended to pass 
through Rome, but was forced to 
abandon the idea because the pro- 
posed air line between- Gibraltar 
and. Rome is not yet in operation. 
If he is successful in establishing. 
a record of real importance he will 
visit Italy for the purpose of .pay- 
ing his respects to the Pope and 
Mussolini during the poses Dart of 
July. 

Majiullari’s itinerary is as fol- 
lows: : 

New York to Cherbourg in the 
“Mauretania”; Cherbourg to Mos- 
cow via Paris and Berlin, by air; 
Moscow, to Irkutsk, by - air; 
Irkutsk to Dairen, by air and 
train; Dairen to. Yokohama, by 
air; Yokohama to Victoria, by 
3.8. “Empress of France;” Vic- 
toria to: New York; via San 
-Franciseo, Salt Lake City and 
Chicago, ‘by air. - 

Maiullari will have the distinc. 

tion of being the first: passenger to 
be booked from America over the, 
new Dobrolot-air-line from Moscow 
to the Far East and the new 
Japanese air line- from -Dairen to 
Yokohama. - - 
- C. Olsen, another New Yorker, 
announced ‘recently that he would 
compete against Maiullari on the 
same conditions, and that he would 
start over exactly the same route, 
though travelling in the’ opposite 
direction, shortly after Maiullari’s 
departure. ‘
